Lima has many of 
them. Their elimination costs a lot of money, 
but human lives are more precious than all 
the wealth of the state or nation. Pressure 
is being brought to bear on ptate officials for 
action in a campaign of elimination of grade 
crossings. From all quarters the Enaction of 
the aamiidatratipn is being held up to criti- 
cism. 


There Is no denying that sentiment has 


been aroused to the point where steps must 
be talfen guic^ly to remedy the situation. Pop- 
ular demand cannot be denied. Therefore, it 
would Indeed be wise for municipal authori- 
ties to b@a,r in mind, constantly, that any step 
that can or will be taken in this direction will 
meet with popular approval.

and Canada yet recorded. 


This, according to statistics com- 


piled by one of our greatest life In- 
surance 
companies having nearly 


14,000,000 industrial policy-holders. 


This group constitutes approxi- 


mately one-eighth of the total popu- 
lation of the two countries and prob- 
ably not less than one-quarter; of 
that iu. the cities. 


The death rate attained the low 


figure of S.54 per 1000 lives. This is 
13.7 
per cent lower than the, 1920 


death rate which in turn marked the 
minimum recorded up to that time. 


It is 31,9 per cent lower than was 


(ho rate for 1911. Just what these 
figures mean in actual saving of life 
is best shown by the fact that If 
Hie 1920 death rate h'ad prevailed In 
1521, 18,661 more would have died; 
if the 1911 death rate had prevailed, 
54,9.43 more deaths would have oc- 
curred. 


The decline in the 1921 death rate 


was accomplished largely thru re- 
el rations in the death r.ates for tuber- 
culosis, pneumonia and influenza. 


Lower mortality from Bright's di- 


sease, childbirth conditions, and acci- 
dents contribute in somewhat lesser 
degree. 


In 11 years the death rate from 


tuberculosis has been cut in half- 
This in itself is an unparalleled ac- 
complishment in the history of public 
health. 
But more amazing- still Is 


the fact that the decline is continu- 
ing at an increasing rate from year 
to year, 


Tha outstanding fact in the health 


situation for 1921 is that health .conr 
servatlon work results in greatly re- 
duced sickness and death rates. 


There has been a drop of virtually 


one-third in the death rate in the 11- 
year perior1. 


This is a magnificient promise for 


the future. 
Humanitarians, physi- 


cians, public health workers can see 
in the crystal of these statistics the 
great reward for years of discourag- 
iug efforts at health conservation. 


Many years of tireless work in this 


direction is bearing fruit. 4nd the 
most encouraging part about the 
whole thing is that public health 
work has by no means exhausted its 
possibilities fop life saving. 


The death rates for a number of
